AGRICULTURE NEEDS A BETTER MAN 


Tulare and Kings counties accept nothing less than the best 
in their agriculture; they should accept nothing less than the best 
in their representation in Sacramento.

Bulletin Prepared 
On Bermuda Grass 
As Forage Crop 

VISALIA, Sept. 29 — Improved 
varieties of Bermuda grass are 
finding a real place for forage pro- 
duction in the hot inland valleys 
of California. Because of the in- 
terest in Bermuda grass as a for- 
age crop, a bulletin has been pre- 
pared by Robert F. Miller, Tulare 
County Farm advisor, which de- 
scribes the different varieties, 
their adaptation and the culture 
practices necessary for their pro- 
duction. 

Chapters in the bulletin include 
topics on origin and description of 
the different forage varieties, as 
well as stand establishment tech- 
niques, fertilization, irrigation and 
grazing management practices nec- 
essary for maximum production. 

While Bermuda grass is a rela- 
tively short season plant, it can 
be overseeded in the fall with win- 
ter growing annuals. When this 
practice is followed, forage pro- 
duction can be extended through- 


Page 3 
out most of the year. A complete 
section of the bulletin deals with 
this important production prac- 
tice. 

The bulletin is called ‘‘Bermuda 
Grass For Forage In California” 
and can be obtained at the Farm 
Advisor’s office, Post Office build- 
ing, Visalia.

STATUS OF CONSERVATION RESERVE 


PROGRAM EXPLAINED BY SLAUGHTER 


VISALIA, Sept. 29 — There will 
be no signup this fall of additional 
land or contracts under the Soil 
Bank Conservation reserve, accord- 
ing to Charles Slaughter, chairman 


of the Tulare county ASC commit- 
tee. 


Slaughter says that program 
contracts that expire in 1960, or 
later, are no longer eligible to be 
extended for an additional] period 
of years, 

“Under the Soil Bank act enact- 
ed in May, 1956,” Slaughter ex- 
plained, “the secretary of agricul- 
ture was authorized to enter into 
Conservation Reserve contracts 
with producers during the five- 
year period 1956-60. 

“The signup under the 1960 pro- 
gram was held last fall, so that 
farmers would know in advance of 
the cropping season whether their 
land would be accepted into the 
Conservation reserve. Since the 
authorization to enter into new 
contracts has not been extended 
beyond 1960, there will be no sign- 
up period this fall.

There are five Conservation re- 
Serve contracts in effect this year 
in Tulare county, involving a total |

“All’s fair in love and war,” 
runs the old proverb. But wheth- 
er it’s love or war for California’s 
many local fairs, or the State Fair, 
seems still to be a matter of some 
doubt. Many pertinent questions 
concerning the future of these 
fairs were raised at a recent meet- 
ing of the Fairs Allocation and 
Classification Committee, and some 
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though not to all queries. 

This committee is a joint legis- 
lative group, created by amend- 
ment to the Agricultural Code in 
1959, composed of seven Senators 
and seven Assemblymen. Its func- 
tion is to investigate and report on 
the operations and finance of all 
county and district fairs and the 
laws relating to them. Since it is 
established by law, the committee 
has continuous authority, not lim- 
ited to sessions or interim periods. 

This particular meetng of the 
group was called to consider and 
receive testimony on the Carr- 
Muchmore report on fairs. This 
document is an administrative re- 
port originally prepared by a spe- 
cial representative of the finance 
department, and makes many rec- 
ommendations for major changes 
in the operations of our local fairs, 
as well as others about the State 
Fair. / 

It is not possible to review here 
all of the suggestions made in the 
report. Major items which can be 
mentioned include closer super- 
vision over operations of all fairs 
by the department, fixing of state 
standards for rentals to be charg-

of ‘proper’ admission charges, de- 
velopment of a five-year plan for 
new construction at fairs, reorgan- 
ization of the existing division of 
fairs and expositions, and creation 
of still another agency, a state- 
wide commission to study elimina- 
tion of certain fairs. As to the 
State Fair, it is recommended that 
the new site be disposed of as un- 
economical, that the present. site 
be improved, the type and quality 
of attractions be changed, the ad- 
mission be raised (already done), 
and the “pass list” cut out. It was 
also suggested that the rights of 
the fairs to unite in a trade asso- 
ciation ‘for their common good be 
limited in several ways. 


Spokesmen for the department 


were reminded that the 1933 law 
legalizing on-track betting which 
‘was passed by the Legislature and 
approved by the voters, earmarked 
state revenues from it first for 
fairs, second for education in ag- 
riculture and animal husbandry, 
and third for unemployment relief. 
In response to a direct question, 
they stated that they do not regard 
fairs as “‘step-children’’, but be- 
lieve they perform ~vahoubie func- 
tions in improving agricultural 
products and livestock, as well as 
in educating youth in the true im- 
portance and functioning of our 
agricultural. economy. The de- 
partment also admitted that it 
does not favor special funds as a 
matter of principle, so thinks per- 
haps the fairs and exposition fund 
should be abolished. 

Spokesmen for various fairs and 
committee members were quite 
critical of many recommendations 
in the report. Objections were 
raised to proposed invasion of the 
autonomy of local fairs, to inflex- 
ible admissions and interim use 
policies, to rigid restrictions on 
use of construction funds, to pro- 
posed cutting out of small prem- 
iums for 4-H projects, and to many 
other proposals. 

Particular attention was paid to 
the first allocations under the new 
law which requires allocation of 
money to fairs on the basis of 
need. It was alleged the depart- 
ment made flat cuts in grants to 
17 fairs, with unfair results. It 
was asserted that unless the de- 
partment changes its policies in 
this regard, a_ constitutional 
amendment to abolish on-track 
betting would be introduced in 
1961.

Unfortunately, under present 
laws, even if FTC wins this 
case, it can only order Macy’s 
to cease and desist.

There seems to be a fine dis- 
tinction to be made here be- 
tween morality and immoral- 
ity. According to statements 
made, Macy officials seemingly 
find nothing immoral in re- 
questing people who have goods 
on their’shelves to kick in with 
a thousand dollars. Yet it is 
pretty sure bet that if the po- 
licemen holding down the beat 
around the Macy premises 
went to these same officials and 
merely said that if Macy would 
give them each a thousand dol- 
lars they would keep an extra 
sharp eye on their plate glass 
windows, there would be high 
screams of great immorality.

Police officers would not have 
to say that the windows would 
be broken unless there was 
some cumshaw. It would still 
be immoral. By the same to- 
ken, probably no Macy supplier 
was told they would be thrown 
out unless they came across. 
Therefore, this made the situa- 
tion entirely moral. It often ap- 
pears of late that the determi- 
nation of morality is who gets 
the money.

since 1932 and our firm was first 
established about 1897. During 
the past thirty years, we have 
been favored by the County of Tu- 
lare in being allowed to write a 
percentage of the County Insur- 
ance Business which is proportion- 
ed out to all agents who have es- 
tablished insurance offices in the 
County of Tulare. 

It is our understanding that 
past Supervisors; namely, Mr. 
Pfrimmer, Mr. Young, Mr. Allum- 
baugh, and Mr. Moore designated 
the agencies that were allowed to 
write the business in the first Dis- 
trict, but played no favorites and 
kept the proportionate shares on 
an equal basis. This I can vouch 
for, as Mr. Allumbaugh, former 
supervisor, hold his desk in our of- 
fice, and I can assure you he was 
more than careful not to favor one 
agent over another. 

However, as you will notice, I 
am reading this statement, and am 
doing so for one express purpose. 
Having been in contact with the 
Supervisor from the first District 
previously on other matters, I wish 
to be sure that if I am quoted on 
this statement, that there will not 
be any innuendos inserted. 

I am of the opinion that it is 
strictly up to the supervisor of 
the District to apportion the in- 
surance business and that it is not 
a complete Board action. I am 
sure that none of the Board mem- 
bers up to this time have used the 
placing of this business as a threat 
or wedge to insure vote getting. 
In fact, a past Supervisor has tol 
me that although one agency had 
definitely opposed him on many 
issues, the agency was still en- 
titled to their fair share of the 
County business and got it. 

Now to get to the actual reason 
for this statement. I am sure that ! 
Mr. Cummings, the Supervisor of | 
the first District is well aware 
that I opposed his recent election. | 
supported another candidate and | 
made no bones about it. I am of 
the same opinion that he also op- 
posed my election a few years ago. 
However, we still have the right 
to propose or oppose any candidate 
as our conscience dictates, with- 
out fear or threat or coercion. 

I am appearing before you be- 
cause of the cancellation of our 
agencies proportionate share of 
Tulare County business. As far as: 
losing the business, I do not want | 
to take issue. But I definitely 


take issue with the manner in 
which it was done. We received a 
letter from the Agent of Record, 
Buckman-Mitchell, Inc. on August 
25, 1960, stating that at the re- 
quest of Supervisor Cummings we 
were to cancel our policies on a 
short rate basis, and I repeat 
“short rate basis’, effective July 
1, 1960. We wrote to Mr. Cum- 
mings on August 29, 1960, as to 
the reason for -his action. His 
answer on September 6, 1960, was 
to the effect quote “studies, 
actions, and conferences over the 
| past several months cause me to 
, believe those changes should be 
made.’”’ unquote. I remind you 
| that the only thing we have been 
involved in is the ‘‘action’” part 
of the letter and the only action 
| has been an election. 

I would like to bring to your 
attention that Mr. Cummings has 
dabbled in the insurance business 
| before and as an agent knows that 
a short rate cancellation is detri- 
; mental to the policy holder. This 
may mean only a few dollars loss 
to the tax payer in these circum- 
stances, however, in this day and 
age we citizens expect our pennies 
to be guarded as well as our dol- 
lars. I feel that this type of action 
should become public knowledge 
in order that other citizens may be 
protected in the future and not 
fee] that they may be a subject of 
retaliation when doing business 
with the County of Tulare because 
they did not vote the so-called 
right way. 

I like Tulare County and have 
spent many hours of my own time 


qj on behalf of the welfare of Tu- 


lare County. I have spent many 
more hours on behalf of my own 
City. I have always been known 
to be straightforward in my be- 
liefs and there isn’t a man who 
comes to me who will not know 
how I stand. Double talk, back- 
biting and spite are not my nature. 
I must have things in the open 
and above board. That is my 
reason for being before you today. 
I expect no action on your part 
as this issue is definitely the per- 
rogative of the Supervisor of the 
first District. The only request 
I wish to make is that my state- 
ment be made a matter of public 
record and a part of the minutes 
of this meeting.

year for the past two seasons. 

True, a new Congress reconven- 
ing in January, can pass emerg- 
ency legislation, but, not only 
would it be late in coming but 
there’s no assurance that it can be 
had at all, especially if the same 
legislators are returned to office. 

The death of the alternate plant- 
ing system not only strikes a blow 
at the producers’ pocketbook but, 
it retards their fight with their 
arch rivals — the synthetics. For, 
the theory of the “B” plan was to 
produce cotton at a ‘figure com- 
petitive with the artificial fibres. 
To do this, growers had agreed 
to accept lower government sup- 
ports in exchange for higher al- 
lotments thereby producing the 
lint at a more favorable market 
level and at the same time main- 
taining their normal incomes. 

Perhaps it was the success of 
the plan in achieving its goal that 
causes the producers to relax into 


a state of unmindfulness. At any | 


rate, not many concerned them- 
selves with its possible defeat. In 
fact, so sure were most that Con- 
gress would extend it without a 
needed reminder that they indebt- 
ed themselves for more machinery 
which will now either have to lie 
idle or be returned as unneeded 
equipment. 

Strangly enough, the one person 
who can help them most at this 
time is the man whose head is be- 
ing offered as a premium in the 
coming election — Ezra Benson. 
Under the law the still Secretary 
of Agriculture can increase the 
basic ‘“‘A” allotments by some 20 
percent which would at least re- 
store part of the loss if not all of 
it. 

Now, isn’t that something?
